The Senate Military Committee gave 
approval this week to legislation to in- 
crease the personnel strength of the Army 
by approximately 2,000 officers and re- 
ported it to the Senate.

It came up in 
the House a week ago under unanimous 
consent rules but was passed over on 
objection by Representative Ross Collins,

Ask JAGD Promotion Change 


Removal of officers of the Judge Advo 
cate General’s Department from the Army 
promotion list and their advancement in 
the same manner as are officers of the 
non-promotion list, is provided under a 
bill introduced in the Senate this week 
by Senator Minton, D of Ind. 

The text of the bill (8.3738) follows: 

A bill—To amend section 8 of the National 
Defense Act, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That sec 
tion 8 of the National Defense Act is amended 
to read as follows: “The Judge Advocate 
General's Department, in time of peace, shall 
consist of one Judge Advocate General, as 
now provided by law, and not to exceed one 
hundred and forty-nine other officers in 
grades from captain to colonel.” 

Sec. 2. That officers holding commissions in 
the Judge Advocate General's Department 
upon the effective date of this Act shall be 
removed from the promotion list and such 
officers and other persons thereafter commis

Hearings on Selection 
to be Resumed Monday 


Hearings on the naval selection legisla- 
tion will be resumed, April 4, with mem- 
bers of the House Naval Committee 
divided on the question of confining its 
consideration to the so-called compromise 
bill. 

A bloc headed by Representatives 
Chureh, R. of ILL, and Brewster, R. of 
Me., and probably with the aid of Repre- 
sentative Hamilton, D. of Va., is seeking 
to extend the hearings to include full con- 
sideration of the bill introduced last week 
by Representative Ditter, R. of Pa., and 
other proposals looking to a complete 
change in the basic system of promotion 
in the Navy. Opposing them and trying 
to put through in a few days the com- 
promise ‘4, Introduced by Representative 
Scott, D. of Calif, are Chairman Vinson, 
who is expected back Monday, Represen 
tative Maas, of Minn., ranking minority 
member, and Mr. Scott. 

“We got suspicious when they tried to 
rush this matter through in a day or so 
last week,” Representative Church said 
yesterday. “There may be nothing wrong 
with their bill, but we want a complete 
hearing on it and adequate consideration 
given to the Ditter bill.” 

Proponents of the Scott bill, on the 
other hand, point out that Congress will 
adjourn in six weeks or two months and 
that any extensive delay will mean that 
there will be no legislation passed this 
year. They contend that the committee 
has full knowledge of the faults in the 
existing system and that testimony on 
this point is unnecessary. The Scott bill, 
it is argued, will benefit many and any- 
thing more radical, changing the promo- 
tion system basically, could not be put 
through over the objection of the Navy 
Department. 

Joining with the group that has been 
seeking an entire revision in the Navy 
promotion system and will not be satis- 
fled with less than practical abrogation 
of the secret selection board procedure, 
is Representative Izac, D. of Calif. a re 
tired lieutenant commander of the Navy. 
Commander Izac has asked to testify dur- 
ing the hearings next week, and while he 
has not revealed his exact stund on the 
selection matter, will oppose the Scott 
bill. 

For the purpose of acquainting Con- 
gress with the attitude of naval officers 
toward the selection system and the 
several bills pending, Representative Izac 
states that he will be glad to receive from 
officers their views on the subject and 
will treat them as confidential. He says 
that he has already received a number of 
letters from officers he knows personally 
or who live in his district, and will wel 
come other communications from officers 
and their friends and relatives. 

Meanwhile, the Navy Department sub 
mitted a report this week to the House 
Naval Committee on the first Scott bill, 
declaring that in the opinion of the De 
partment it would decrease the efficiency 
of the naval service.

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The proposal lately made to re-examine the question of Philippine independence 
has become one of the most talked of topics of the day. In view of the present far 
eastern situation, and in consideration of America’s defensive plan in the Pacific, as 
outlined by Admiral William 1D). Leahy, the islands have become a focal point in 
world politics. 

Below is quoted a cross-section of editorial opinion as to whether or not the United 
Staies should retain control of the islands. 


The Detroit hree Press, in an outspoken editorial asks the American people to 
keep in mind the following factors in considering the case. The I'ree Press writes, “A 
campaign has becu started in this country, with the approval of the White House, to 
convince the American people that they ought to keep the Philippines, 

“A few fac.s ought to be remembered in this connection. 

“The Filipinos demanded independence. And Congress voted in 1934 to give them 
‘nde pendence in 1946. Since then there has been no change in the Far East to warrant 
any re-examination of the independence question. We retained the Philippines in 1808 
because Ambassador John Hay wired from London that ‘our English friends would be 
disappointed’ if we did not keep the whole archipelago or at least a naval base in it. 

“Great Britain wanted to keep Germany from buying the islands from Spain and 
aso to have us share its self-assumed burden of policing the world. 

“The Philippines have already cost the American people more than $2,000,000,000, 
And to fortify them and build and maintain a navy capable of defending them would 
run the bill to eight or ten billion dollars. 

“Are Americans to be blamed if they suspect that this sudden move to quash the 
independence law and keep the Philippine. is one of those ‘excellent arrangements’ 
Which Winston Churehill, who has been exherting us for years not to give up the 
islands, told the British House of Commous last week had been arrived at with the 
United States.” 


The Houston, Tex., Chronicle, comments, “The situation which is developing will 
not be without its humorous angle, It will be supplied, as it so often is, by the left. The 
very people who were denouncing alleged exploitation of colonial territory just a few 
years ago and demanding independence for ‘the little brown brother’ will be the first, 
now that Japan has made clear her aggressive intentions, to shout their protests if 
the United States should go ahead with the design of granting the islands complete 
independence in 1946."

The President’s car 
then moved out on the field and circled 
the troops, which were more than 6,000 
strong and included units from every 
branch of the army except the Coast Ar 
tillery. 

After the troop inspection, Mr. Roose- 
velt continued his inspection of the post, 
viewing the Infantry School Building, 
the Officers’ Club, the Station Hospital, 
and officers quarters in the vicinity of 
the golf course and the polo field. A de- 
parting salute of 21 guns was fired by 
Battery B, 83rd Field Artillery as the 
President left the post and proceeded 
back to Warm Springs. He was at Ben- 
ning for 45 minutes. The troops, under 
Colonel James M. Lockett, Inf., command- 
ing the 24th Infantry, filed off the field 
after the President left the post. 

Enroute to Ft. Benning, the President 
stopped at Columbus, to greet thousands 
of Georgians who had assembled to see 
him pass. He made a brief impromptu ad- 
dress in which he referred to “the old 
army engineers who came here about 110 
years ago to lay out these wonderful 
streets of Columbus” and concluded with 
the statement: “I have to go on to see 
how the army is getting on.”

Pass Vancouver Barracks 
Memorial 

Legislation to authorize the City of 
Vancouver, Wash. to construct a repro- 
duction of an old trading post on the Van- 
couver Barracks Military Reservation 
was passed by the Senate, March 25 and 
sent to the President for approval, 
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Selective Service Conference 

Fifty reserve and regular officers of the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps are now 
in the midst of a twelve day meeting at 
the Army Medical Center in Washington 
to discuss plans for swift mobilization of 
strength in the event of national emer- 
pency, 

This group is one of four that are meet- 
ing in various parts of the country to con- 
sider the selective Service problem. 

The Selective Service Conference in 
Washington on March 28 heard General 
Malin Craig, Chief of Staff of the Army, 
cite quick mobilization as the key to peace 
through quick victory. 

Under the plans to be considered by the 
conference, the Army and National 
Guard, numbering 875,000 to 400,000 men, 
and the Navy, with a strength of approxi- 
mately 120,000, would be ready for action 
at the start of war. Within 30 days 300,- 
000 volunteers would be sought, and with- 
in 60 days 500,000, 

Within 45 to 60 days after the start 
of hostilities, it is planned, the selective 
service act would be in operation with the 
purpose of bringing the Army to a mini- 
mum strength of 1,250,000 and the Navy 
to 500,000 by the end of the fourth month. 
A draft organization of 150,000 men and 
women will be necessary to handle this 
mobilization. 

General Craig in his speech to the dele- 
cates said: 

“Lam very happy to have the opportun- 
ity to greet this gathering of you gentle- 
men who have so unselfishly given from 
your busy days in order that we may have 
the benefit of your advice and study of 
matters relating to the great question of 
manpower, This meeting illustrates 
America’s unique methods in this phase, 
at least, of her military procedure. I 
know of no other country on earth where 
its military chiefs sit down with a group 
of men drawn from civilian life to discuss 
plans for the national defense, It is truly 
democratic. 

“And | know of no better method of 
ascertaining our strength and providing a 
sure guarantee of its presence should we 
ever be gouded to the necessity of sum- 
moning it. America is a nation of tre- 
mendous but undeveloped military power. 

“She is rich in the raw material that 
lies in her hills and careful study has 
demonstrated that her vast industrial 
capacity is capable of its swift trans- 
formation into necessary uses, In her 
virile people, when aroused, lies un- 
equalled potential force. None of these 
does she hope to use except in the pursuit 
of her own happiness and well being. 

“Our legislators, however, alert to the 
dangers of a troubled world, have issued 
a mandate to the War and Navy Depart- 
ments to study and know her strength 
and that mandate, while it has never been 
abused, is being carried out to the letter. 

“Our President has said, in words that 
carried to all corners of the world, that 
he hated war. That sentiment is echoed 
in the breast of every man who has wit- 
nessed its carnage or suffered its horrors, 
and we propose to have no more of it if 
by any action of ours we can prevent it. 
Hence this meeting. 

“I am talking to men who come from 
those great States which furnished to our 
land and naval forces in 1917 and 1918 
one-third of the nation’s armed strength— 
to be exact: 1,350,482 men, and, had we 
been as well prepared then as we are now, 
this mighty host could have forced the 
issue months before it did and the tide of 
battle would have been turned that much 
earlier, /ndced, had the enemy but known 
of America’s ability to mobilize such 
power, I seriously doubt if he would have 
irritated her into taking sides against 
him. 

“Right here lies America’s hope for 
peace, Cold, hard common sense should 
tell us that if America knows how to 
swiftly mobilize her huge strength, that 
no sane person, be he monarch or dictator, 
will ever again bring it crashing down 
about him. 

“Our Regular Army, man for man, is 
the equal of any Army in the world, It 
is all too small to accomplish any early 
mission requiring large numbers, which 
it may be called upon to fulfill, We have 
a splendid National Guard which would 

early reinforce the regular establishment,

General Schull to Retire 


The War Department announced this 
week that Brig. Gen. Herman W. Schull, 
Assistant Chief of Ordnance, would re- 
tire from active service on May 31, 10538. 
General Schull will retire on his own ap- 
plication after more than forty-two years 
of active military service. General 
Schull’s four year tour as assistant to the 
Chief of Ordnance would expire June 3, 
1038, 

General Schull is a native of Liverpool, 
England. He was appointed to the United 
States Military Academy from South 
Dakota and on graduation in 1899 was 
commissioned second lieutenant of artil- 
lery. After three years’ service in the 
Artillery he was transferred to the Ord- 
nance Department. General Schull is an 
expert on ordnance manufacture. During 
the World War he served at the Aberdeen 
Proving Ground and later as acting chief 
of the Inspection Division of the Ord- 
nance Department. In awarding him the 
Distinguished Service Medal, the War 
Department called attention to his out- 
standing contributions to the success of 
the Department in the procurement of 
munitions in the United States and 
Canada during the World War. 

Subsequent to the war, General Schull 
served as a member of the technical staff 
of the Ordnance Department and as com, 
mianding officer of various arsenals. He 
has been Assistant Chief of Ordnance 
since June 3, 1984. General Schull is a 
graduate of the Army War College and is 
on the General Staff Corps Eligible List. 





History of Regiments

and its history proves it will perform 
well, but still we must turn to our people. 

“We know from our experience in the 
World War that the great principle of 
“selection in turn” will be accepted 
throughout the country as the fairest sys- 
tem that has ever been devised for build- 
ing armies. We want you now to so per- 
fect that system, and to so project the 
planus for its early installation that when 
and if Congress shall authorize it, the 
response will be immediate. Recently the 
novel idea has been advanced that the 
task of obtaining volunteers, before Selec- 
tive Service goes into effect, be taken 
from the Army and be given to the people 
themselves. It seems to be too good to be 
true that we can save thousands of offi- 
cers and men from this unfamiliar duty 
and devote their trained services to work 
more suited to them, yet we hear from 
everywhere the euthusiastic note ‘let us 
do it.’ 

“Several states have already prepared 
plans in detail to prove that they are 
capable of making a huge volunteering 
effort, To the military man it is the hope 
that a dream might come true. No 
longer, then, need he wait for his reeruit- 
ing parties to return with meagerly few 
men, for, free to do his real job, he would 
work with the knowledge that help was 
coming. But—can you do it? We must 
know before we ask Congress for enabling 
law. We must know before we cast aside 
old methods, unsatisfactory as they were. 
Here, then, is another problem we give to 
you, 

“In conclusion let me say that, in plan- 
ning, we are far ahead of any period in 
our history. We have learned many les- 
sous from the World War not the least is 
that distance does not mean immunity. 
We propose to go on, determined to know 
our strength and how to utilize it, and, if, 
with your help we succeed, we will have 
necomplished our first and greatest mis- 
sion—that of doing everything we can do 
to keep our country out of war or, if it 
must come, we will have performed our 
duty in having prepared for her defense.

Losing Naval Officers 
(Newport Daily News) 


Congressman Car! Vinson of Georgia gave 
timely warning in Washington Tuesday when 
he said that, if the Navy's promotion system 
should not be revised within the next seven 
years, 1,600 officers would be forced out of 
the service. 

Mr. Vinson is chairman of the Committee 
on Naval Affairs of the House. That com- 
mittee is considering a bill to revise the selec- 
tion system of promotion among naval offi- 
cers, Should it come to any definite decision 
on this question and report a bill to the 
House, that would be one step, at least, 
toward relieving what has been heading 
toward a critical state of affairs among officer 
personnel, 

The Navy Department and members of Con- 
gress have long known there is vital need for 
a change in the system of promotion that 
now separates officers from active service 
through a process of selecting those whom 
various boards consider most fit for advance- 
ment and relegating those passed over to re- 
tirement, or back to civil life. In that way 
vacancies are created for promotion of those 
lower down. 


Even though the Navy will require hun- 
dreds of additional officers to meet the re- 
quirements from the proposed 20 per cent in- 
crease in the size of the Fleet, the department 
under present legislation has no other re- 
course than to continue this abrupt separa- 
tion from service of officers fully qualified to 
perform the duties of present and future 
rank, To remedy that situation, legislation 
finally is being considered by Congress. 


What some consider unnecessary delay has 
been observed in bringing this subject to 
even the hearing stage. Several bills, some 
very conservative and others tearing the pres- 
ent selection law into bits, have been intro- 
duced, and the result, probably, will be 
adoption of some compromise measure that 
will be rushed to approval at the present 
session of Congress, to bring some relief, 

If, as Congressman Vinson says, 1,600 offi- 
cers will be forced out of the service in the 
next seven years, and yet a thousand in addl- 
tion to present requirements will be needed 
to man the new ships proposed, something is 
wrong somewhere, The sooner that wrong is 
corrected, the better.

80 years’ service for all except those con- 
sidered “unsuited for retention” and these 
latter would have the right of appeal and 
to have their case heard by the General 
Board. Except for these, limited to 10 
per cent of those officers before each an- 
nual board, officers would advance by 
seniority with a percentage going ahead 
each year by special advancement. There 
would be enforced retirement at thirty 
years’ service with an advancement on re- 
tirement of all officers not on the promo- 
tion lists for captain. Commanders and 
lieutenant commanders on the promotion 
list would be retained until they complete 
35 years’ service. Captains would be re- 
tired at the completion of 35 years’ ser- 
vice as at present. 

The bill is similar to the Scott bill in 
that it would increase the Line officer 
strength to 8,249, it would permit volun- 
tary retirement after 15 years’ service 
and would institute a seven year proba- 
tionary period for all officers of the Line. 
Staff and Marine Corps. Otherwise the 
bill applies only to the Line. It would 
change the distribution of officers in 
grades, allowing, when the full strength 
would be attained: one per cent flag offi- 
cers, 12 more than the Scott bill which 
limits the number of rear admirals in 
peace-time to 70; four per cent or 330 
captains, the same as the Scott bill; nine 
per cent or 742 commanders, 82 more than 
the Scott bill; 16 per cent, or 1,320 lieu- 
tenant commanders, 83 more than the 
Scott bill; 35 per cent or 2,887 lieutenants, 
412 more than the Scott bill; and 35 per 
cent or 2,887 junior lieutenants and en- 
signs or 790 less than the Scott bill. 

The text of the Navy Department's let- 
ter on the first Scott bill (the Wyatt plan) 
follows: 

The bill HR 9153 “To increase the efficiency 
of the Navy by adjusting certain provisions 
for the selection, promotion, and retirement 
of line officers of the Navy” was referred to 
the Navy Department by your Committee 
My a request for views and recommenda- 
tion. 

It is the purpose of the bill HR 8153 to 
change existing law with regard to the selec- 
tion, promotion, and retirement of officers 
of the Navy, so as to give greater security to 
individual officers by retaining on the active 
list those officers who would now retire by 
reason of non-selection. 

Individual security up to twenty-eight years 
of active service is secured by providing longer 
service in the lower grades. Under operation 
of the bill HR 9153 if enacted an officer 
would, after nineteen years in the grade of 
lieutenant and below, remain a lieutenant 
commander for five years, a commander for 
four years, and a captain for two or five 
years. Should he become a rear admiral he 
would do so after thirty-three years of com- 
missioned service, or two years earlier than 
under present conditions, 

The security afforded individual officers by 
operation of the bill HR 9153 if enacted would 
be accomplished at the expense of experience 
and training in the higher grades. During 
the time spent in the grade of lieutenant com- 
mander and above officers would not receive 
sufficient service at sea or in command as- 
signments to ensure their progressive de- 
velopment for more important commands. 
Similarily, the long retention of officers in the 
lower grades would unduly delay their as- 
signments to positions of responsibility. 

In general, officers would not be subjected 
to involuntary retirement until the expiration 
of twenty-eight years’ of service. At that 
point 34% of a class would be involuntarily 
retired. The next five years, that is, from 
twenty-eight to thirty-three years of service, 
would involve the retirement of the remainder 
of the class except 5% of its original strength. 
This 5% would pass into the grade of rear 
admiral without sufficient time, responsibility 
or training in the command grades, 

In view of the foregoing, the Navy Depart- 
ment considers that enactment of the bill 
HR 9153 would tend to decrease the efficiency 
of the Navy Service and, consequently, recom- 
mends against its enactment. 

Enactment of the bill HR 9153 would result 
in a saving to the Government of approxt- 
mately $260,000 per year.

Naval Expansion Bill 

Senate hearings on the naval expansion 
hill scheduled for this week were post- 
poned because several members of the 
Naval Committee are also members of 
the Senate Finance Committee and have 
been busy with the new tax bill now be- 
fore that body. It is expected, however, 
that the Naval Committee will begin con- 
sideration of the ship construction 
measure early next week, possibly Mon- 
day morning. 

Senator Walsh, chairman of the Senate 
Naval Committee, stated on the floor this 
week, during consideration of the Navy 
appropriation bill, that the hearings on 
the expansion bill would be “full and 
complete” and that controversial ques- 
tions such as the battleships vs. aircraft 
argument, “will be thoroughly studied 
and discussed.” He agreed with Senator 
Frazier that the views of aircraft build- 
ers, aircraft experts and civilian engi- 
neers should be given to the committee. 





Navy Plane Crashes 

Two Naval patrol planes, attached to 
the Fleet Air Base at Pearl Harbor, were 
involved in mishaps this week resulting 
in the known loss of five lives and the list- 
ing as “missing” of the entire crew of one 
of the planes. 

At about 4.30 a. m., (Honolulu time), 
March 30, a patrol bombing plane crashed 
during maneuvers in shallow water about 
200 yards off Kaena Point, Oahu, during 
a period of low visability.

THAT THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES is in a temper to strengthen 
the Army as well as the Navy, was demonstrated this week, by its quick passage of 
the Army Appropriation bill. Included in the bill is a provision increasing from 500 
to 650 the number of reserve officers to be assigned to active duty training with 
Regular troops, from whom 50 will be selected for permanent commissions. This 
action not only is proof that the House desires to encourage the Officers Reserve 
Corps, and use it as a reservoir from which to draw Regular officers, but, more 
important, indicates the view that the commissioned strength of the Army is below 
its need. It is gratifying, to say the least, that Congress has awakened to what long 
has been apparent to the Service, that under the present scheme of organization there 
are not sufficient officers to discharge the heavy responsibilities which their mission 
in connection with National Defense, imposes upon them. The fact was noted by the 
House Military Committee in reporting favorably the bill authorizing a commissioned 
strength of 14,569. “The need for additional officers,” the Committee stated, “is 
becoming critical in practically every branch of the Army.” At the time the statement 
was written, account was not taken of the larger program of mechanization, 
motorization, air equipment and anti-air defense, etc., which, as a result of the 
dangerous world situation, the President now deems it necessary to execute. It is 
apparent, consequently, that modest as was the officer increase reported by the 
Committee, it still will be short of what actually will be required. Admittedly, how- 
ever, the authorization favored by the Committee will be a great help to a work 
burdened establishment, and for this reason the House should pass promptly the bill 
now on its calendar. Delay would be dangerous to the measure because the plan of the 
leaders is to call for early action on all appropriation bills, so that members can 
return to their districts in order to campaign for re-election. 


THE HOUSBD NAVAL AFFAIRS COMMITTEE IS IN the midst of hearings on 
legislation to reform the Navy selection system and liberalize the existing law with 
regard to the promotion and retirement of officers. A number of bills are before the 
committee, with the Scott bill, embodying the combined views of Chairman Vinson, 
Representative Maas and Representative Scott, occupying a preferred position. Other 
bills have been proposed and are before the committee, and a number of amendments 
will be offered during the next week. When an agreement is reached by the com- 
mittee as to a bill, we ask, is there any good reason why the Navy Staff Corps should 
not be included? The chances are all that the Scott bill, in either its present form or 
something closely approximating it, will be reported by the committee. Amendments 
have been drawn by the various Staff Corps making the reforms of the bill applicable 
to the Staff officers of the Navy, and they can be presented to the committee and ‘ex- 
plained by Staff Corps representatives. These amendments, saving the careers of a 
number of Staff officers and easing present drastic selection laws, can be applied to the 
Staff without undue complication. Chairman Vinson and Rear Admiral Andrews argue 
that inclusion of the Staff Corps would complicate the bill too much and urge that legis- 
lation for their benefit be left over until next year. Next year, however, there will be 
other important legislation to consider and the committee, as usual, will be loath to 
take up personnel legislation. All the while the Staff will be denied the benefits claimed 
for the new law and the present injustices will be continued. Moreover, Chairman Vin- 
son and Rear Admiral Andrews voiced the same argument against inclusion of the 
Marine Corps when the legislation was under consideration several weeks ago. That 
the Marine Corps was included in the present bill was due entirely to the fact that 
Marine Corps had a powerful friend in court in the person of Representative Maas. 
He, Chairman Vinson and the Navy Department should join in affording equal treat- 
ment to the Staff and include them within the terms of whatever remedial legislation 
is voted,

conference. Unless the House approves the Senate bill, this procedure will mean that 
conferees will rewrite the measure and that it will have to come before the Senate 
again, where 42 members voted against it on Monday. 

Whatver comes out of the Congressional mill will be, however of great importance 
to the armed services. Under the Senate bill, the President will have the authority 
until July 1, 1940, subject to Congressional veto, to group, coordinate, consolidate, re- 
organize and segregate agencies and functions of the Government. Furthermore, the 
Comptroller General would be abolished under the bill, and a post-audit system, under 
an Auditor-General, appointed and subject to a joint committee of Congress, would be 
substituted, with the Bureau of the Budget taking over the control of expenditures 
now exercised by the General Accounting Office; the Civil Service would be placed 
under an administrative officer with a view to building up a “career” service ; and the 
President would be allowed six administrative assistants. These four objects as pro- 
posed by the President last year, were split up by the House, and separate bills were 
passed last session to grant the President the reorganization authority and the six 
assistants. The bill dealing with the Civil Service and one revising the Government 
budget and auditing set-up to a less extensive degree than the Senate bill—were not 
acted on. 

Out of this welter of parliamentary confusion and differences of language 
and purposes as to the several bills, the following is clear : 

Consolidation of the War and Navy Departments into a Department of National 
Defense or the merger of the aviation arms of each into a Department of Air are not 
possible. Both Senate and House bills prohibit the abolition of any department and 
provide for the creation of but one new one—a Department of Public Welfare. 

Authority to reorganize the War Department or the Navy Department within 
themselves will undoubtedly be granted to the President under any bill passed. 

Transfer or abolition or any of the function of the Army Engineer Corps is pro- 
hibited under both Senate and House bills. 

The House bill withholds from the President the authority to transfer the Coast 
Guard from the Treasury Department to the Navy Department or to any other 
Department. There is no such limitation in the Senate bill. 

Transfer of the Navy Hydrographic Office or the Naval Observatory to another 
department would be possible, as would the transfer of the functions of the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey to the Hydrographic Office. ’ 

The Veterans’ Administration could be placed under the proposed new Department 
of Welfare under the bill, and if this is done a similar transfer of the Soldiers Home 
and the Naval Home might well be proposed, 

There has been no definite consideration been given as yet within the War and 
Navy Departments as to any reorganization. However, the President is known to 
have given some thought recently to the question of a modernization of the age-old 
Navy Department bureau system. When he was Assistant Secretary of the Navy, Mr. 
Itoosevelt appeared before a congressional committee studying Governmental re- 
organization and criticized the “antiquated” Navy bureau system. During the past 
year he has discussed the matter with naval officials and others, it is understood. As 
to the possibility of reorganization within the Army, the action of the President in 
vetoing a bill last year to change the name of the Chemical Warfare Service to “Chemi- 
cal Corps” is recalled. In view of his opposition to this measure, on the ground that 
it gave an aggressive characterization to the branch, and the often repeated suggestion 
that it be consolidated under the Ordnance Department, it is believed that its status 
will come under consideration. 


Dismissal of Army Officers—The question of the status of Joseph I. McMullen, 
former Army oflicer, who was dropped from the Army as the result of his conviction 
by a civil court, which conviction has been set aside by the action of the Court of 
Appeals in granting him a new trial, again brings to the fore the question of dismissal 
of commissioned officers. In discussing the McMullen case many wonder why he was 
dismissed immediately following his conviction by the court of original jurisdiction. 
They point to the case, somewhat in the public eye a few years ago, of an oflicer who 
was convicted by the lower courts of murder. The War Department, however, refused 
to dismiss him until all of his appeals had been acted upon. As a matter of fact he 
won his appeal and was retained in the service. The difference, it seems, is that in 
the McMullen case, the law under which he was convicted, Sec. 208, Title 18, U. 8. 
Code, carried with it as part of the penalty a provision that persons guilty of its viola- 
tion would be incapable of holding office of trust or profit under the government. There 
is a provision, however, of the Articles of War (Article 118) which states that “in 
time of peace no officer shall be dismissed except in pursuance of the sentence of a 
general court-martial or in mitigation thereof; but the President may at any time 
drop from the rolls of the Army any officer who has been absent from duty three 
months without leave or who has been absent in confinement in a prison or peniten- 
tiary for three months after final conviction by a court of competent jurisdiction.” In 
the MeMullen case it was construed that he ceased to be an officer on the day of his 
conviction and that he could not receive pay thereafter. In the case of the officer con- 
victed of murder by the lower courts the War Department apparently was guided by 
Article 118 which said that he could -be dropped “three months after final conviction 
by a court of competent jurisdiction.” 

Of course, as was pointed out in the Army AND Navy JourNAL last week, should 
McMullen be freed of the civil charge the order dismissing him would have to be re- 
voked and accrued pay given him, minus such amounts as may have been involved in 
the sentence of his conviction by court-martial. 


Reenlistment Allowance—The Treasury-Postoffice Departments appropriation bill 
became law this week, without carrying a legislative rider to continue the suspension 
of the reenlistment allowance. From the first Economy legislation enacted in the pre- 
yious Administration, until last year, the appropriation bill providing funds for the 
Coast Guard each year contained a provision prohibiting payment of the allowance.

reinstatement on the Retired List if they should not succeed.” 


Casualties from Aerial Bombardment—Between the understatements of those 
minimizing the effects of aerial bombardment in the Spanish war and the overstate- 
ments of those seeking sympathy for the victims or credit to the effectiveness of this 
method of warfare, observers have been endeavoring to strike a medium that will give 
some fairly definite idea of the results of air raids. That medium, which while not 
accurate may be expected to be somewhat close to the actual figures, is as follows: 

Loyalist civilian losses from air raids and other direct military causes—12,000 
killed, 30,000 wounded. Insurgents, 1,500 killed, 4,000 wounded. 

Madrid—3,000 killed, 9,000 wounded. Population reduced by evacuation from 
1,050,000 to less than 700,000. In 10 weeks Madrid was bombed 33 times; other losses 
were suffered from shells on suburban battle fields. 

Barcelona—3,000 killed, 5,000 wounded, mostly in a five-day series of raids this 
month. 

Excluded from the estimate are deaths from the civil warfare’s assassinations 
and executions. 


Increase Pay for Air Officers—The temporary promotion of officers of the Air 
Corps will cost $60,448 more next year than it does this year, it was revealed in 
connection with the War Department appropriations bill this week. Capt. R. S. Moore, 
FD, USA, in justifying the increase explained to the committee that whether or not 
an officer temporarily promoted gets an increase in pay because of such promotion is 
determined by the service he had in his permanent grade. For example, he said, if a 
captain with more than 17 or less than 23 years’ service is promoted to a temporary 
majority, he gets no additional pay. However, if a captain who has more than 23 years’ 
service is promoted to a temporary majority, he gets the pay of the next pay period. 
The increase of $60,448 is due, he explained, to the fact that of the number of officers 
who will hold temporary promotions in 1939, a sufficient number have sufficient service 
to entitle them to exactly this much additional pay, which has been determined by 
computing the services of the individual officers who will be temporarily promoted. 

The increase of $148,137 in the funds for flight pay was explained by stating that 
$127,337 additional would be required for stepup in pay periods, etc., $6,000 needed 
for eight additional second lieutenants under the Thomason Act, and $20,800 for 14 
additional officers other than air corps. Flight pay will go to a total of 1,438 air corps 
officers and one general of the line, the committee was told. All of these receive 50 
percent additional pay for flying, except three colonels rated as military aviators who 
receive 75 percent increase for flying. 


Approve Reconsideration of Officers—A subcommittee of the House Naval Com- 
nittee this week approved legislation to afford six retired commanders of the Navy 
another chance of selection. The officers, members of the Naval Academy class of 1909, 
were retired last June for service ineligibility for promotion, without ever being passed 
over by a selection board. 

The subcommittee acted in open session after a brief hearing at which Representa- 
tive Chandler, author of the bill, and Comdr. L. J. Wiltse, USN, representing the 
Bureau of Navigation, were the only witnesses. Commander Wiltse told the group 
that while the Navy Department believes the six officers were “accorded due considera- 
tion” by the selection board in December 1936, it does not oppose the bill if Congress 
considers an inequity has been done them. 

Representative Maas declared during the hearing that Congress in drawing the 
selection laws, “clearly intended” that no officer be retired involuntarily without 
having been once passed over. 

If the bill passes, a special selection board, with as many members of the 1936 
senior board serving, as is possible to obtain, will consider them again, and particularly 
if the pending legislation to provide promotion of “fitted” officers becomes law they 
may be promoted and restored to the active list. 


Foreign Affairs—With Hitler concentrated upon plans for digesting Austria, the 
British Ambassador in Rome and Mussolini discussing a composition of Anglo-Italian 
controversies, and the campaigns proceeding in Spain and China without explosive 
developments, the international war scare of the preceding two weeks has lessened in 
intensity. Returning from Europe, which he has been touring for some weeks, former 
President Hoover expressed the opinion that “there is no immediate prospect of war.” 
Asimilar opinion is entertained by the State Department, although it is disposed to 
underscore the adjective “immediate.” Information at Washington forecasts a move 
ty Mussolini which Germany will support in compensation for his acquiescence in the 
Hitlerian annexation of Austria. An indication of the move was furnished by the 
wnoflicial but pointed warning which Italy gave to France that the latter’s intervention 
© behalf of the Spanish republicans at this time would have “very grave repercus- 
sions,” and by a speech by Mussolini in which he boasted of Italy’s prowress, and of 
the deeds of Italian soldiers and aviators in Spain. There was a time when France, 
the strongest state in Europe, would have acted in spite of such a warning, but today 
her internal troubles and the crumbling of her system of alliances, force her to 
deeept the role of a second rate power. She has become a dependent of Great Britain, 
tnd models her policy upon that of London. The Franco-Polish Alliance evidently 
las been weakened by German and Italian support of Polish humiliation of Lithuania. 
Cxecho-Slovakia has made consessions to her German minority, which are not 
‘ttisfying to it or to Berlin, and they are encouraged to further demands as a result 
“fa growing sentiment in France to withdraw the pledge of support in case of German 
‘tvasion. In 1931, France was able to prevent the consumation of the Austro-German 
“ustoms Union plan; in 1938 only feeble opposition was offered by Paris to German 
‘iexation of Austria. The fate of the latter country, and its confirmatory evidence 
French weakness, unquestionably is causing concern to the Governments of 
“weho-Slovakia, Hungary, Jugo-Slavia and Roumania and a greater responsiveness 
by them to German suggestion. The place, however, where France must act, if she 
a at all, is Spain. The Ministry and the General Staff at Paris realize that a Fascist 
Spain would make the nation open on three fronts and imperial its communications 
With Africa, the East Mediterranean and French Indo-China and Tonquin. The 
‘ent progress Franco has made indicates he has a fair prospect of complete victory, 
‘Ml to block his operations and yet remain at peace with Italy is the problem the 
‘aris Ministry is endeavoring to solve. As to the Chino-Japanese war, all reports 
“nim determined Chinese resistance especially in Shantung, and provide further 





proof that the conquest of the country has become a far more serious enterprise than 
the Tokyo Government had anticipated. The Japanese government now is declaring 
it will never surrender an inch of the territory it has occupied, and again is advising 
other nations to keep hands off. As a response to the action of the United States and 
Great Britain in invoking the escalator clause of the London limitation of armaments 
treaty, Tokyo authorities have announced they, too, will build huge battleships. So 
the naval armament race is officially on. Nearer home, Secretary Hull, while admitting 
that Mexico has the right to expropriate private property, has notified the Mexican 
Government that it must pay for property so taken. In addition, the Treasury 
Department cancelled the Mexican silver agreement and has reduced its purchase 
price of silver. Washington is greatly concerned over the effect of its Mexican action 
upon the “good neighbor” policy the President has pursued. Reports are current that 
Japan, Italy and Germany will aid Mexico by buying oil from the wells sequestrated, 
but lack of tankers will reduce the volume of sales, and thus there will be a reduction 
in the amount of revenue Cardenas must have in order to meet his government's 
expenses, including those for the Army. To date, Italy is the only nation of the 29 
approached which has rejected the Hull invitations to provide domicile for Austrian 
refugees. Germany will, of course, decline. 


Increase Capital Ship Limit—Washington observers are looking forward to the 
release today, April 2, of the texts of the notes exchanged this week between Great 
Britain, France and the United States, formally announcing their intention to invoke 
the escalator clause of the London Naval Treaty in order to build battleships in excess 
of 35,000 tons. 

The new size for battleships has not yet been announced, but it is understood to 
have been tentatively decided at about 41,000 tons, possibly with an increase in gun 
calibre to 18 inches.

General Herr Takes Over—Maj. Gen. John K. Herr, who took over his duties as 
Chief of Cavalry late last week, is already planning several trips of inspection that 
will better acquaint him with his new command, He plans to spend a week or ten 
days at the Cavalry Division Maneuvers, to be held from April 17 to May 20, at 
Balmorhea, Texas. 

General Herr spoke of the latest experiences of armed forces on the proving 
ground ef war, in Spain, Ethiopia and China, to bear out his contention that it takes 
the man on foot with his gun to take and hold land, and it takes Cavalry, mobile, 
self-sufficient and with plenty of fire-power to follow up and make the “kill” that 
is necessary for the successful conclusion of a battle or a campaign. 

General Herr brought with him two very fine horses and expects to devote ag 
much time to riding as possible during his four-year tour . 


Damage to Officers Goods—The acting comptroller general this week ruled that 
where evidence furnished concerning the alleged faulty packing of an Army officer's 
household effects on change of station is such as to suggest that the damage may have 
occurred due to a condition resulting from storage, and contradicts the finding of the 
Army Board of Officers “that the damage was due to faulty packing and crating 
and not due to the carrier,” no reimbursement for the damage is authorized under the 
act of March 4, 1921, there having been no claim for reimbursement filed by the 
officer against the common carrier involved in the transportation of the goods as 
required under the act, and said act not providing for damages resulting from storage. 


National Guard Matters—Maj. Gen. Albert H. Blanding, Chief of the National 
Guard Bureau, this week revealed that nearly one tenth of the enlisted personnel of 
the National Guard will shortly be equipped with trousers and leggins instead of 
breeches. General Blanding, who has for years been a proponent of the idea of thus 
equipping dismounted troops, said that 20,000 pairs of trousers and 20,000 pairs of 
leggins had been ordered through the Quartermaster General. The Regular Army 
was authorized to wear trousers instead of breeches, in various dismounted branches, 
a short time ago. He declined to estimate as to Just when the change would be effected, 
but declared it would be done as soon as practicable in line with the “attrition” losses 
of the old .equipment. 

General Blanding also cited the success of the Command and General Staff School 
extension courses in the Second and Sixth Corps Areas. He believes that the courses 
offered are a decided advantage to officers taking them, and has asked Congress in 
the present War Department Appropriation Bill to provide funds to carry out the work 
in all Corps Areas. 


New Chief of Future Artillery—On Saturday, March 26, Maj. Gen. Robert M, Dan- 
ford took over from Maj. Gen. Upton Birnie, jr., as Chief of Field Artillery. General 
Danford is well grounded in the duties of the Office of the Chief of Field Artillery, 
having spent some time in Washington on previous tours of duty. 

When questioned as to his opinion on the changing modes of warfare in connec- 
tion with Field Artillery, General Danford cited the ever increasing need for intelll- 
gent and alert enlisted personnel in the handling of field pieces. Pointing out the rapid 
strides that the branch had made during his experience in the Army alone, General 
Danford said that every new technical development increased the complexities of 
the part played by the enlisted man. 

General Danford also said that while undoubtedly some other nations through 
necessity are in advance of the United States in Field Artillery equipment, the United 
States has several tested and approved models that have not been issued because 
of lack of funds for this purpose. However, with the National Defense coming into 
such importance due to world-wide complications, General Danford said that it was 
possible that funds would be found to introduce the new model guns more extensively 





in the service.

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Naval Reserve Cruises 

The Navy Department announced this 
week that tentative schedules for the an- 
nual Naval Reserve Cruises include the 
ports of Guantanamo, Nassau, Bermuda, 
Vera Cruz and Havana. The Cruises will 
be made aboard the Arkansas, New York, 
Texas, the demilitarized battleship 
Wyoming, seventeen destroyers and five 
Naval Reserve training ships. 


Sanitary Corps Reserves 


A plea for greater recognition of the 
Sanitary Corps Reserve is voiced in the 
March issue of the American Journal of 
Public Health. An editorial in that pub- 
lication asserts that promotion in that 
pranch is stagnant and training inade- 
quate. The editorial follows: 

In the present turbulent state of world 
affairs, war seems, unfortunately, to be more 
than a remote possibility. If this country 
should be forced into another conflict, the 
plans of our War Department call for the al- 
most immediate mobilization of 300,000 citizen 
soldiers, and the mobilization of an army of 
1,280,000 within four months. 

The sudden assemblage in hastily prepared 
camps of such a vast army of young men who 
are more or less susceptible to various 
diseases will confront our military and 
civilian authorities with certain acute public 
health problems. In order to deal with them, 
there will be needed at once an expert and 
extensive sanitary organization, which will 
insure (1) adequate supplies of pure water, 
(2) the proper disposal of sewage and waste, 
(3) the elimination of insect carriers of di- 
sease, (4) the supervision of the hygiene of 
housing and ventilation, (5) the safety of food 
supplies, and (6) the control of other matters 
of environmental sanitation. In addition, 
there must be provision for necessary medical, 
dental, nursing, and veterinary care, and for 
general administration. 

To cope with these important problems, 
what have we at present? According to the 
report of the Surgeon General of the U. 8. 
Army for 1936, there were then about 1,300 
officers and 8,400 enlisted men in the Medical 
Department of our regular army, and about 
1400 officers and 11,350 enlisted men in the 
Medical Department of the National Guard. 
In addition to this small but well trained 
group, there were some 22,000 reserve officers, 
of whom about 13,500 were in the Medical 
Corps, 5,100 in the Dental Corps, 1,500 in the 
Medical Administrative Corps, 1,000 in the 
Veterinary Corps, and only about 400 in the 
Sanitary Corps. 

While the medical officers of the regular 
army are familiar with sanitary procedures, 
those of the reserve corps are, in general, 
practitioners of curative and not preventive 


medicine. Much of the responsibility for 
sanitary measures during mobilization and 
combat will, therefore, devolve upon the 
members of this relatively small Sanitary 
Corps. 

Of the approximately 400 officers in the 


Sanitary Corps Reserve, moreover, only about 
100 are qualified sanitarians. The remainder 
include statisticians, psychologists, nutri- 
tionists, personnel and supply officers, medl- 
cal procurement experts, laboratory workers, 
and various miscellaneous scientists and 
others, who should properly be in a Medical 
Auxiliary Corps rather than in a so-called 
Sanitary Corps. 

Since the public health experts 
tary Corps will have duties of 
significance in times of military 


of the Sani- 
tremendous 
emergency, 





this corps deserves much greater peace time 
recognition than it is now receiving from 
army officials. Promotion in this corps is 
stagnant, and has been for years, with conse- 
quent detriment to interest and morale. 
Training is inadequate, and no definite pro- 
vision has been made for the assignment of 
qualified field officers of the corps to super- 
vise necessary sanitary activities in corps 
area service commands during mobilization, 
despite numerous recommendations to that 
effect from qualified sources. A war could be 
won or lost in the time that has elapsed in the 
consideration of these important matters. 

The United States has never been completely 
prepared for any war in which it has en- 
gaged. It should be adequately prepared for 
the next one, not only with respect to the 
might of its armed forces, but with due re- 
gard to the care of their health. It the na- 
tion is thus properly prepared, there may 
never be a next war.

Navy Air Cadet Statement 

The Navy Department, this week, 
clarified the situation with regard to the 
exact status of Aviation Cadets and dis- 
pelled rumors that had been circulating 
throughout the Navy that, due to the 
increase in Navy planes being authorized, 
there was a possibility that some of the 
Aviation Cadets on active duty might be 
inducted into the Regular Navy. 

Rear Admiral Adolphus Andrews, Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation, made the 
following statement : 

“The aviation cadet program was initiated 
to fill a shortage in naval aviator comple 
ments and to build up a Naval Reserve to 
meet mobilization requirements for naval 
aviators. 

“Under the provision of law, aviation cadets 
are eligible after completion of their period 
of active duty, for commisisons in the Naval 
Reserve or in the Marine Corps Reserve. 
Aviation cadets take precedence next before 
warrant officers, and their status is, there 
fore, that of junior officers analogous to the 
status of midshipmen ordered to sea as 
junior officers. At no time has the Bureau 
considered aviation cadets as a probable 
source for commisioned officers of the Regular 
Navy, nor has any action or statement by this 
Bureau at any time lent encouragement to 
such an assumption. 

“Aviation cadets and naval aviators com 
missioned as officers of the Naval Reserve 
are specialists recruited for the sole purpose 
of meeting naval aviation requirements, Their 
training and active duty assignments should 
be based specifically on this fundamental 
premise, 

“In order to perform his duties efficiently, 
a naval aviator must be familiar with such 
subjects as naval customs and procedures, 
naval discipline and administration, types of 
ships, formations, tactics, small boat hand 
ling, and he should, next to being an expert 
flyer, attain the highest degree of proficiency 























in communications. Naturally the necessary 
degree of proficiency in general naval know!l- 
edge, as distinguished from proficiency in 
the aviation specialty, bears a definite relation 
to the naval aviator’s rank and position in 
the naval aviation organization. 

“In aircraft carriers, at naval air stations, 
etc., an aviation cadet’s duties directly con- 
nected with aviation require his entire time. 
In battleships and cruisers restrictions fre- 
quently unavoidably placed on air operations 
may leave an aviation cadet time for duties 
not specifically connected with this specialty. 
Such duty may, therefore, afford aviation 
cadets special opportunities for training in 
general naval subjects, 

“This Bureau desires that Commanding 
Officers and higher authorities give the col- 
lateral aviation duties of aviation cadets care- 
ful consideration, Since it is not intended to 
develop an aviation cadet into an officer quali- 
fied for general service, such duties as he 
may be assigned in addition to those directly 
concerned with his duties as a naval aviator 
should tend to increase his proficiency in his 
specialty. For instance, instruction in Fleet 
formations and maneuvers, types of ships 
and their characteristics, photography, silhou- 
ettes, communication duty (especially in radio 
and as C. W. O.), machine guns, boat duty, 
etc., would all tend directly to further an 
aviation cadet’s general proficiency as a naval 
aviator, On the other hand, engineering 
duties, duties in the gunnery or C. and R. 
departments (other than machine guns and 
routine divisional duties), and duty as officer- 
of-the-deck or junior  officer-of-the-deck, 
would not contribute toward increasing an 
aviation cadet’s proficiency as a naval aviator 
and should not be assigned, 

“Tt is understood, of course, that the fore- 
going considerations do not apply to naval 
aviators who are officers in the Regular Navy 
and who may be expected to fill the higher 
administrative and command positions in 
naval aviation or revert to performance of 
other line duties.” 





Reserve Chaplains 
The Adjutant General has issued in- 
structions pertaining to Reserve chap- 
lains who are on active duty with the 
CCC, Corps Area Commanders are now 
given the option of extending indefinitely 
the active duty periods of fifty percent 
of the Reserve oflicers under their com- 
mand on CCC duty. This provision is 
applicable to Reserve chaplains. At the 
same time, the above policy in no way 
abrogates the saving clause of previous 
instructions which direct that “Medi 
cal Corps Reserve officers and Reserve 
officers of the Chaplain’s Corps will not 
be relieved under the policy until they 
may be replaced by another Reserve 

officer of their respective corps.”

Pass Naval Appropriation Bill 

The Senate passed the Naval appro- 
priation bill, March 30, approving ex- 
penditures of $549,227,842 for support of 
the naval establishment during the next 
fiscal year. 

Approving committee amendments ef- 
fecting a net increase of $32,348 over the 
total of the measure as it passed the 
House more than two months ago, the 
Senate voted down all attempts to change 
the measure on the floor. The bill now 
goes to conference with the House to ad- 
just the differences between the two 
bodies. 

Funds are included in the bill to lay 
down 22 ships and to carry on the con- 
struction of 72 others. Two battleships, 
two light cruisers, eight destroyers, six 
submarines, and a minesweeper, a sub- 
marine tender, a fleet tug and an oiler 
make up the 22 ships in 1989 program. 
The funds provide for carrying on work 
on two battleships, three aircraft carriers, 
eight cruisers, 48 destroyers, 16° sub- 
marines, a seaplane tender, and a de- 
stroyer tender. 

The appropriations carried in the bill, 
while $15,178,619 under the budget esti- 
mates, are $32,684,534 above the current 
appropriations and a record high since 
the post-war years. Moreover, Senator 
Ryrnes, D of S. C., told the Senate to ex- 
pect a supplemental naval appropriation 
before adjournment this Spring. 

The debate on the floor during con- 
sideration of the measure, had largely to 
do with the pending naval authorization 
bill and the relative merits of aircraft vs. 
battleships. Senator Bone; D of Wash., 
led an unsuccessful fight to amend the bill 
in two places, to add $2,500,000 to provide 
a graving dock at the Navy Yard, Bremer- 
ton, Wash., and to strike out of the bill 
authority to be granted to the Secretary 
of the Navy to permit repairs and al- 
terations to ships to be done by private 
contractors. 

Senator Bone objected to the latter 
proviso on the ground that it was too 
broad and would nullify the Dallinger 
amendment which has been carried in 
naval appropriation bills for a number of 
years. The amendment was defeated, 40 
to 21, after Senator Walsh read a letter 
from the Navy Department stating the 
“purpose of the language is solely to per- 
mit greater flexibility in the award of 
contracts to private industry for certain 
types of equipment, principally equip- 
ment under the cognizance of the Bureau 
of Ordnance.” 

Consideration of the bill was completed 
by the Senate March 29, but final action 
was delayed until the following day by a 
series of quorum calls and amendments 
to effect a percentage cut in the bill, pro- 
posed by Senator Clark, D. of Mo. The 
measure was then passed without a 
record vote. 

The Senate amendments, the only items 
now subject to change in the conference, 
are as follows: 

An increase of $2,536,850 in funds for 
construction of ships to permit changes 
to be made in the design of vessels after 
they have been completed from money ap- 
propriated for their construction. Re- 
strictive language to prevent such use of 
construction funds was eliminated by the 
Senate. 

A decrease of $8,000 to deny flight pay 
to flag officers of the Navy. The House 
had appropriated funds for pay for two 
admirals and the Navy Department asked 
for four. 

A decrease of $3,000,000 for building up 
a reserve of strategic and critical ma- 
terials. 

An increase of 470 enlisted men 
average for year). 

An increase of $160,000 to provide four 
sets of officers quarters at the Naval Sta- 
tion, Balboa, Canal Zone, and nine sets 
of officers quarters at the Submarine 
Base, Coco Solo, C. Z. 

An increase of $11,250 for repairs to a 
bridge over Dorsey Creek at the Naval 
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Academy and permitted funds for sinking 
a well at the Academy. 

An increase in the limit of cost (to 
$800,000) on a storehouse at the Mare 
Island Navy Yard. 

An increase of $15,000 for transporta- 
tion of searchlights for the Marine Corps 
antiaircraft battalion. 

Provision that harbor and channel im- 
provement funds appropriated for Pearl 
Harbor Navy Yard may be used any- 
where in Hawaiian Islands. 

Eliminated provision forcing gradual 
elimination of enlisted men at Marine 
Corps Headquarters and substituted pro- 
viso that enlisted force could not be in- 
creased.

To a number of factors which occurred 
this week is attributed the downward 
trend of security prices. The appropria- 
tion of American and British oil wells 
by the Mexican Government, which may 
be extended to the metal mines privately 
owned by American corporations, and the 
immediate retaliatory cancellation of our 
silver purchase agreement with Mexico 
and subsequent lowering of the prices 
we are paying for silver, probably were 
the outstanding causes of price decline. 
At the same time these.events were oc- 
curring, the Supreme Court ruled in the 
Electric Bond and Share case that Public 
Utility Corporations must register with 
the Security Exchange Commission, or 
lose the privilege of the mails and other 
channels of Interstate commerce. In con- 
nection with the latter, it is true the 
Court declared that all rights and privi- 
leges of the Corporations with respect to 
other provisions of the law including the 
death sentence, remain without prejudice. 
By the action taken with respect to silver, 
it is evident the Government has joined 
the Standard Oil and other foreign owners 
of Mexican wells in applying economic 
sanctions to Mexico. Since the United 
States began to juggle with silver in 1934 
the operation has caused a great deal of 
dislocation and difficulty. We have 
bought some 1 billion 400 million ounces 
of silver in the five years the policy has 
been in operation, and have paid for it 
from about 45¢ an ounce up to 8le for 
foreign silver, and have paid, and still 
are paying, 7744c an ounce for domestic 
silver, newly mined. It would be impossi- 
ble for the Treasury today to get more 
than 43c an ounce for the huge stock now 
on hand, and a huge loss consequently 
will be suffered by the Government. The 
effect of the Treasury’s action has been 
to upset the metal market in London, 
Shanghai and India, and to have reper- 
cussions upon security prices in the 
United States. While the Cardenez policy 
of exappropriation of foreign natural re- 
source holdings in Mexico is popular 
among his people, its immediate results 
have been to reduce the purchasing value 
of the peso and to cause unemployment; 
and no one would be surprised should a 
revolution in the neighboring country 
follow what is transpiring. 


With respect to Public Utilities, the Se- 
curity Exchange Commission estimates 
that such holding concerns, with com- 
bined assets of about 15 billion dollars, 
will be compelled to disclose to the Gov- 
ernment their financial structures, opera- 
tions, and business or suffer the penalties 
prescribed by law.

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Army Medical Progress 

The progress made by the Medical De- 

rtment of the Army in its research ac- 
tivities, particularly relating to the pre- 
yention of shock in gunshot wounds and 
surgical operations and in the develop- 
ment of a new vaccine for smallpox, was 
described to the House Appropriations 
committee by Maj. Gen. Charles R. Rey- 
nolds, Surgeon General of the Army, dur- 
ing the hearings on the Army supply billl. 

General Reynolds informed the com- 
mitee as follows: 

“The Medical Department of the Army has 
continued its research work in the field of 
preventive medicine. As you all know, the 
york of preventive medicine in the Army has 
pen, I think, its greatest accomplishment. 
this work is being conducted at the labora- 
tories of the Army Medical School, and by the 
Medical Department Research Board in Pan- 
ama, Which cooperates with the Gorgas Insti- 
tute down there. At the former institution, a 
new typhoid prophylaxis has been developed 
which by tests already made seems to be cap- 
able of conferring a higher degree of immun- 
ity than the typhoid prophylaxis which has 
hen used since 1909 with such great effect. 
In addition to the preparation of a protective 
inoculation against pneumonia, the laboratory 
has been engaged in the study of the preven- 
tion of shock in gunshot wounds and in 
argical operations, and the preparation and 
use of a new vaccine for smallpox. 

Shock Prevention 

“That shock investigation was a continua- 
tion really of what has been done at the Mayo 
Cinic, to which we sent an officer, who re- 
nained there for 18 months and observed the 
method of investigating the nature and pre- 
vention of shock, which is usually the cause 
of death in injuries. That work has gone on 
for about 2 years at the Walter Reed Hos- 
pital, at the Army Medical Center. The re- 
sits have not been entirely consolidated and 
eraluated, but we believe substantial progress 
has been made in the treatment of shock in 
wrious injuries and in surgical operations. 
Shock is a condition brought about as the re- 
ait of a serious injury, and it has nothing 
todo with the psychic centers. It is a physi- 
al condition. 

“There are two problems there, one to take 
are of the shock already created as a conse- 
qenee of an accidental injury, and the other 
isto prevent the shock in an intentional pro- 
cedure in the surgical operation. 

Research in Smallpox Vaccine 

“In regard to the new vaccine for smallpox, 
that is not a cowpox vaccine, but it is a 
mecine developed in the laboratory, a syn- 
thetic vaccine which is derived from embryo 
chicks about 10 or 12 days old. 

‘Tt has many advantages over the cowpox 
mecine because it is not so liable to intro- 
due an extraneous infection which is the 
cause of large sores and sears left after vacci- 
mtion. It, therefore, does not cause a local 
rmaction, which puts so many soldiers in the 
bospital for a week or 10 days after vacci- 
nation. 

"It is believed to be heat resistant and can 
transported, and therefore can be used in 
the Tropics. The cause of failure of vaccina- 
fon in the Tropics is probably due to the de- 
trloration of the vaccine which must be kept 
on lee, 





“To illustrate that, it is interesting to recall 

that in 1919, when the control of sanitary mat- 
ts was handed over to the local authorities, 
the civil authorities in the Philippine Is- 
nds there were over 90,000 deaths caused by 
mallpox. It is believed that a heat-resistant, 
fable vaccine will prevent such an occur- 
mee as that. 

‘The production is in the experimental 
Sage. We are checking this vaccine with the

‘This new vaccine was first prepared by the 
leckefeller Institute in New York City, and 
Wesent a medical officer up there to learn the 
weess.

Army “Disreputable” Housing 


Bad housing conditions existing on 
many Army posts was graphically de- 
scribed to the House Appropriations com- 
mittee during the hearings on the Army 
bill by Col. Adna R. Chaffee, GSC. When 
the subject of housing at Fort Knox, Ky., 
came up, the testimony proceeded as fol- 
lows (with Colonel Chaffee illustrating 
with photographs) : 

Col. Chaffee. At Fort Knox and in many 
other places the Army still has troops living 
in disreputable wartime shacks. 

Rep. Terry. What do you mean by disrepu- 
table? 

Col. Chaffee. 
safe firetraps. 

Rep. Engel. They are frame construction? 

Col. Chaffee. Frame construction, with 
paper coverings and paper roofs, heated by 
open stoves. They were built in 1917 to last 
5 years, and we are still living in them. 

Fort Knox is the station of the mechanized 
cavalry brigade which has been assembled 
there to develop mechanization in the Army, 
and is in the process of so doing. The reserva- 
tion itself, of some 30,329 acres, is very well 
adapted as a training ground for this force. 
This command has the approximate strength 
of three regiments. We have there now perma- 
nent construction of excellent type for one 
regiment. We have the equivalent strength of 
two regiments living side by side in this 
wartime shack construction in bad repair. The 
maintenance costs on this construction all 
over the Army are very high. The reason we 
put construction at Fort Knox in this esti- 
mate at this time is that there are more people 
living there under these bad conditions than 
there are at any other one point that I know 
of. 

I would like to show the committee some 
photographs of some of the construction 
which it is desired to replace by the con- 
struction provided for in these estimates (ex- 
hibiting photographs). 

Ilere (indicating) is the present mess hall 
used by a battery of the Sixty-eighth Field 
Artillery. 

Here (indicating) is another view of their 
barracks. 

Rep. Terry. Are you replacing 
buildings or the worst, Colonel? 

Col. Chaffee. We are replacing the worst. 
But these are typical of all of them. 

Hlere (indicating) are the soldiers of the 
Sixty-eighth Field Artillery rendering habi- 
table their own barracks, trying to patch up 
an old shack. 

Tiere (indicating) 
entire area. 

Fort Knox not only is an important Regu- 
lar Army station, but the entire Thirty-eighth 
Division of the National Guard and very large 
elements of the ROTC and CMTC and a large 
number of Reserve officers are trained there 
every summer. We must have large hospital 
facilities there. The present hospital is good 
of its type, but it is much too small, and we 
have to use, now, this old firetrap (indicating) 
for an additional hospital. We have to use it 
all year round and supplement it in summer 
with tents nearby. 

Here (indicating) are the officers’ quarters. 
For instance, here are the quarters occupied 
by a captain of over 17 years’ service, with 
little children. 

In addition, there are over 20 officers who 
should be right with their troops, who are 
renting houses in the little city of Elizabeth- 
town, 17 miles away.

Far East Situation 

Heavy fighting is now going on in the 
vicinity of the Tsin-Pu railway north of 
Hsuchow where the Japanese are re- 
ported to have difficult going. There are 
reports that two additional Japanese divi- 
sions have been rushed to southern Shan- 
tung to reinforce the units engaged there. 

Severe action has been reported in the 
area between Nanking and Hanchow and 
heavy Japanese casualties are reported. 
There are reports that the Japanese are 
concentrating troops and supplies in the 
vicinity of Chinkiang (in the Yangtse east 
of Nanking) in preparation for another 
drive up the Grand Canal toward 
Hsuchow. 





No Enlisted Blues Next Year 


While the subject of a blue dress uni- 
form for enlisted men, together with a 
simplified field service uniform, continues 
to be under study, there will be no pur- 
chase and issue of such material for at 
least another year. This became evident 
in the hearings on the Army appropria- 
tion bill when the following colloquy oc- 
curred : 

Col. A. R. Chaffee. There is no money in 
these estimates for the procurement of blue 
uniforms, The estimates are not figured on 
such a basis. 

Representative Engel. 
call a dress uniform ? 

Colonel Chaffee. Yes, sir. The War Depart- 
ment has the possible issue of a blue uniform 
under study and hopes to arrive at a solution 
which will provide a simplified field uniform 
and a blue or dress uniform within the same 
amount of money. 

The Department has recently directed that 
officers equip themselves with a dress uni- 
form, but that is not a charge against appro- 
priated funds,

The interview between General Har- 
bord, who is now on a world tour, and 
the Prime Minister, will be shortwaved 
to London and then over the Atlantic to 
America. 


Chief of Chaplains to Tour 


Col. William R. Arnold, Chief of Chap- 
lains of the Army, this week expressed 
his gratification at the fine reputation 
that members of the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps have established throughout 
the country. 

Colonel Arnold, who attended the Vir- 
ginia Chaplains meeting in Lynchburg, 
Va., on Tuesday, March 29, said that 
civilian ministers who addressed the 
meeting were unanimous in their praise 
of the character of the CCC enrollees 
with whom they had come in contact. 

The ministers who are volunteer and 
contact workers in the CCC camps, re- 
vealed that the citizens of communities 
in the vicinity of CCC camps were at first 
apprehensive as to the type of young men 
that would be brought together in the 
camps, but that now the CCC boys were 
regarded with high favor throughout the 
country. 

Colonel Arnold also outlined a trip of 
inspection that will take him to the head- 
quarters of the First, Second and Third 
Corps Areas during the first two weeks 
of April. 

He will visit the First Corps Area on 
April 7 and 8, the Second Corps Area on 
April 10, 11 and 12, and the Third Corps 
Area on April 18 and 14. 

He will attend the New York Conven- 
tion of the Chaplains of the Second Corps 
Area on April 11 at the Hotel Taft, where 
he will address the delegates,

Officer Transfer Policy 


The Navy Department has announced 
the following policy regarding the word- 
ing of officers’ transfer orders. 

“It often happens that it is desirable 
to detach an officer at an approximate 
date. In order that the commanding offi- 
cer may exercise discretion when con- 
sidered necessary, the orders direct de- 
tachment ‘on or about’ a given date. 

“It is the Bureau of Navigation’s in- 
tention that under such orders the offi- 
cers should be detached during a period 
of ten days before or after the date men- 
tioned,.”’ 





Puerto Rican Land 


Commenting on legislation to transfer 
certain naval reservations in Puerto Rico 
to the Government of Puerto Rico, Secre- 
tary of the Navy Swanson said this week 
that he was agreeable to the transfer, but 
believed that it could be accomplished by 
executive order under existing law. 

There are only two tracts of land in 
Puerto Rico under naval 


jurisdiction, | 





amounting to about 14% acres in all, it was 
stated, and these are considered to have 
little present or future value for naval 
purposes. 





Torpedo Device Not Wanted 


Secretary of the Navy Swanson this 
week expressed opposition to legislation 
providing $125,000 for the Navy to investi- 
gate the so-called Chamberlain device, an 
invention for improvement of torpedoes, 

Writing to the House Naval Committee 
as to a bill introduced by Representative 
Maas, R of Minn. providing funds for test- 
ing of the secret device, Secretary Swan- 
son said: 

“It is the opinion of the Navy Department 
that the development of the Chamberlain 
engine would require an expenditure of at 
least $225,000, 

“The Chamberlain device is not considered 
adaptable to naval torpedoes or to other de- 
vices under the cognizance of the Navy De- 
partment; and the Navy Department does 
not have the facilities available for its proper 
development and test. The Navy Department, 
therefore, recommends against enactment of 
the bill HR 8820.” 





General Reisinger Retired 


The President of the United States 
this week approved the findings of a 
special retiring board which recom- 


mended that Brig. Gen. Harold C. Reis- 
inger, Paymaster of the Marine Corps, be 
retired from the Naval Service because 
of physical disability. 

Courtmartial proceedings against Gen- 
eral Reisinger early this year were 
abruptly halted when he pleaded that 
his mental condition was not such as to 
permit him to conduct his own defense. 

General Reisinger will be retired on 
May 1, 1988. The announcement made 
public at the Department follows: 

“On March 21, 19388 the Naval Ketiring 
Board consisting of Major General James C., 
Breckinridge, USMC, Brigadier General Fred- 
ric L. Bradman, USMC, Brigadier General 
James T. Buttrick, USMC, Captain Alfred J. 
Toulon, MC, USN, and Commander Holland 
Rt. Gasser, MC, USN, as members, and Major 
William K. MeNulty, USMC, as the recorder, 
decided that Brigadier General Harold C. 
Reisinger, the Paymaster, United States Ma- 
rine Corps, is incapacitated for active service 
by reason of Psychosis with cerebral arterio- 
sclerosis with simple deterioration; that his 
incapacity is permanent and is a result of an 
incident of the service. 

“On March 25, 1038 the Secretary of the 
Navy recommended that the findings of the 
Naval Retiring Board be approved effective 
May 1, 1938, and that Brigadier General Rels- 
inger be retired from active service and placed 
on the retired list on that date. 

“On March 20, 1938 the President approved 
the recommendation of the Secretary of the 
Navy.” 





Opposes Podiatry Corps 


Secretary of the Navy Swanson de- 
clared this week that he is opposed to 
the establishment of a Podiatry Corps in 
the Navy, as proposed in legislation intro- 
duced in the House. In a letter to the 
House Naval Committee, he said: 

“Although the care of the feet and the 
proper construction and fitting of shoes of 
naval personnel has been the subject of in- 
vestigation and study by officers of the Navy 
over a period of many years, no problem 
exists in this connection which cannot be met 
by the personnel and facilities of the Medical 
Department of the Navy as it is now consti- 
tuted. The disabilities resulting from di- 
seases or deformities of the feet of naval 
personnel have not been numerous or of suf- 
ficient consequence to be given the particu- 
lar attention of specialists. All medical offi- 
cers of the Navy are trained both in podiatry 
and orthopedic surgery. Therefore, there is 
no need for additional personnel whose train- 
ing has been limited solely to podiatry and 
whose services necessarily would be confined 
to this one activity. Appointment of such 
personnel would merely increase the cost ot 
maintaining and operating the Navy with- 
out consequent benefit.”

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To Consider Pershing 
ill 


Representative May, chairman of the 
House Military Committee, said this week 
that his committee would probably con- 
sider at its next session April 5, legis- 
lation passed by the Senate last week, to 
apply the provisions of the foreign ex- 
change compensation act to General John 
J. Pershing, General of the Armies of the 
United States. 

Chairman May said that he would pro- 
pose amendment of the bill to include all 
retired personnel who were serving 
abroad and did not receive the benefits of 
the foreign exchange act. Payments have 
been made to General Pershing under the 
provisions of the measure, but the Comp- 
troller General recently invalidated pay- 
ments totaling $19,000 made to him. The 
act was passed to compensate Govern- 
ment personnel serving abroad who suf- 
fered loss in compensation when the 
United States went off the Gold standard. 





Would Reappoint Former Officers 

Bills to reinstate three former officers 
to the Army were introduced this week. 
Under the measures, Capt. Cloran D. 
Riggle, JAG-Res., Ist Lt. Richard C. 
Hutchinson, Air-Res., and former 2nd Lt. 
Harold A. Hughes, FA, would be restored 
to the Army.

The Navy Department this week an- 
nounced the personnel of the Supply 
Corps selection board which will meet 
April 11 to select officers in the grades of

Compromise Selection Bill 
Hditor, ARMY AND Navy JourRNAL: 

After a careful study of the recently 
published so-called composite selection 
bill in your paper, it appears that a few 
safeguards need to be added for the pro- 
tection of the officers and the taxpayers, 

A safe-guard has been provided for the 
admirals in that not more than two may 
be plucked each year. 

As it now stands there will be no limit 
to the number of lieutenants (junior 
grade) that may be discharged each year. 

There will be no limit to the number of 
lieutenants that may be retired each year 
with about fourteen years service. Offi- 
cers who have observed the cruel methods 
practiced in the past by the Navy upon its 
own peaple do not believe that there will 
be any security unless some safe-guard 
is provided at this point. At present lieu- 
tenants who are passed over are guaran- 
teed 21 years service and should be guar- 
anteed this service under this bill. 

Of course an officer will be able to find 
out why he was not promoted, but the 
board can easily mimeograph some stand- 
ard fog words and insert the victim's 
name and put it in the mail. That finishes 
the matter as there is no appeal. 

There is an alarming discrepency in 
Section 12 in that a “best fitted” com- 
mander or lieutenant commander can be 
placed on the retired list at an earlier 
date than a classmate who was designated 
as a “fitted” commander or lieutenant 
commander, The rank of lieutenant com- 
mander is the most important so I will 
give an example to explain the point. 

Take two lieutenants, “a” and “b,” in 
the class of 1924. They come up for selec- 
tion the first time and “a” is selected as 
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“best fitted” and “b” is passed over. The 
next board designates “hb” as “fitted” and 
both officers are promoted to lieutenant 
commander. At the end of 21 years’ ser- 
vice they come up for selection for com- 
mander and both oflicers are passed over 
as “best fitted.” They come up the next 
year and both are passed over as “best 
fitted” and “a” fails to be designated as 
“fitted” for commander. Then “a” the 
formerly “best fitted’ lieutenant com- 
mander will be placed on the retired list 
at the end of 22 years’ service. “b” the 
formerly “fitted” lieutenant commander 
may continue on active duty until he com- 
pletes 26 years’ service. This gives the 
“fitted” officer much greater security than 
the “best fitted” officer. There is no limit 
to the number of officers that may be re- 
tired at this point. So all the officers who 
are now in the grade of lieutenant com- 
mander must be promoted to commander 
or be retired with less than 26 years ser- 
vice. 

If this is an oversight it should be cor- 
rected. 

If it is intentional, then an oflicer who 
is “fitted” has an advantage over an ofli- 
cer who is “best fitted” and it appears 
that it should be just the reverse. Instead 
of insuring all commanders 28 years’ ser- 
vice and all lieutenant commanders 26 
years of service, it would only insure this 
length of service to officers who are desig- 
nated as “fitted.” Unless it is the in- 
tention of the Naval Committee to penal- 
ize the “best fitted” officers, the following 


amendment is recommended in Section 
12: 
12 (b) Substitute after promotion list, 


“shall thereinafter be ineligible for promotion 
on June 30 of the fiscal year in which they 
fail of selection as best fitted the second time, 
but may continue on the active list of the 
line of the Navy until they have completed 
the service prescribed for the non-selected 
‘fitted’ officers in 12 (d) of this Act.” 

Add lieutenants to the group to remain 
until they complete 21 years’ service. This 
is a very important item to all officers 
now in the grade of commander and es- 
pecially lieutenant commanders.

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Germany: Coordination of Horse 
Done Vechanized Cavalry.—A study 
of current military literature indicates 
that in all countries there exists a desire 
for a war of maneuver. Position warfare 
may reappear aS soon as armies assume 
the defensive. No army will be strong 
mough to continue offensive operations 
all along the line, but determined efforts 
will probably be made to prevent the sta- 
yilization of the principal battle front, 

The idea of using highly mobile units 
for a strategic move against the hostile 
funk and rear is not new. In spite of this 
we find, in studying military history, that 
valry masses appear to have been rarely 
ysed in this manner. As a rule they were 
kept with the main body of troops, and 
thelr mobility was used tactically rather 
than strategically. Schlieffen, the great 
apostle of the wide envelopment, called 
for the strategic employment of cavalry, 
jut his ideas were rejected in 1914 both 
in leadership and training. This was due 
to the lack of experience in the handling 
of large masses of cavalry and also the 
inadequate armament of this arm. 

Highly mobile forces promise to become 
extraordinarily valuable means in the 
hands of the C. in C. As an aid to the in- 
funtry with its combat speed of two and 
oe-half miles per hour, there is a de 
mand for powerful and highly mobile 
forces in these days of uerial warfare. If 
they can prevent the immobilization of the 
fighting armies they will have fulfilled 
their principal mission. 

The question is: What characteristics 
should such a unit possess in order to 
carry out its mission in this day of enor 
mous firepower? 

The first requirement obviously — is 
“mobility.” This means the ability to 
move with all its combat paraphernalia 
in all kinds of terrain, in any sort of 
weather, by day and by night. This unit 
must therefore possess “mobility” be 
yond that of the bulk of the army. These 
qualifications «are all 
mounted (horsed) units.

The second requirement, which is just 
a8 indispensable as the first is “speed.” 
This means the ability to intervene 
quickly and at great distances at dan 
verous points in the battlefield. The unit 
mist have a long radius of action and a 
wusiderable rate of speed. This qualifi 
ation is possessed primarily by mechan 
ied units. 

The third requirement is “fire-power,” 
lo overcome hostile countermeasures, 

The problem of a mobile unit therefore 
consists in developing tactical 
wintry mobility, together with speed and 
inextended radius of action. At the same 
ite the unit should be endowed with 
he maximum amount of fire-power 
Which can be achieved without sacrifice 
ig Mobility and speed.

fully coordinated, on account of their 
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varying rates of march. Tactical group 
ing under subordinate commanders must 
be resorted to due to equally varied 
missions. This may result in a breaking 
up of units and may cause defeat in de 
tail. The length of this division amounts 
to 45 miles, which makes it very vul 
nerable to air attacks. 

Another disadvantage is the length of 
time it takes to commit such a division, 
It takes three to four hours after contact 
before the horse cavalry can be coordi 
nated for the attack. Surprise appears 
impracticable? 

A principal disadvantage of course is 
the march-rate of the horse cavalry in 
comparison with the mechanized cle 
ments, so that initial success of the 
mechanized brigade can not be exploited 
by cavalry. Consider the matter of speed 
alone! The rate of march of the tank 
units is three times as great, and that of 
the motors five times as great as that of 
the horse cavalry. Inasmuch as the final 
rate of march of this type of cavalry divi 
sion depends upon the horse elements, its 
strategic mobility is seriously impaired. 

In view of these factors one may con 
clude that the French cavalry division, 
Type 1932, is an unsatisfactory solution 
to the general problem? Although this 
type of division has adequate tactical 
mobility for local offensive operations, it 
cannot take advantage of the strategic 
mobility and speed of the motorized ele 
ments. Problems which involve’ long 
range operations and a certain degree of 
fire-power can not be solved by this type 
of unit. 

The French apparently have come to 
similar conclusions, for in 1934 they 
created the light) mechanized division 
which consists of motorized and mechan 
ized units. This light mechanized divi 
sion, evolved from a Type 1952 cavalry 
division, is much easier to command, be 
cause it consists only of motors and has 


an adequate radius of action. Its cross 


country mobility on the other hand is 
not very great because a large propor 
tion of its motors are still limited to 


roads. It possesses a high degree of fire 
power as a function of its tank brigade. 
It therefore has all of the proposed requi 
sites: mobility, speed and fire-power. 

The status of cooperation between 
horsed and mechanized cavalry as a re 
sult of modern experiences is as follows: 
Strategically only purely motorized units 
ure satisfactory, because they are the 
only ones possessing adequate mobility, 
speed and fire-power, The outstanding ad 
Vantage is their speed which permits them 
to develop their fire-power at distant 
objectives and at decisive points. TLorse 
units in combination with the mechan 
ized formations act only as a brake and 
for that reason are not recommended, The 
various speeds call for unified organiza 
tion and not combinations. The cavalry 
divisions should therefore be either horse 
or mechanized. 

Horse units, however, can be assisted 
in the execution of their varied missions 
of reconnaissance, counterreconnaissance 
and security through assignment of 
motor vehicles. The tactical cooperation 
between horse and motor is possible and 
promising in this type of unit. (Vili 
tir-Wochenblatt.) 


Great Britain: Naval Comparisous 
y a aud Possibilities. The British Royal 
Navy will enter the year 1938S with no 
spectacular increases in completed ships, 
It will, for instance, have no new capital 
ships or aircraft-carriers over and above 
fifteen and six that have figured in the 
Navy List for the best part of the last ten 
years. Nor will there be any effective in 
crease in destroyers, for, although twelve 


new boats have joined the fleet, about an 
equal number of older ones were broken 
up during 1987. Submarines also show 
the sume total. The only important in 
crease will be in cruisers, of which the 
1938S Navy will start six up on that of the 
previous year, 

This very unimpressive result) serves 
chiefly to emphasize the fact that while 
it is eusy to allow armaments to fall into 
arrears, it is a much more lengthy job to 
build them up again. 

The construction period has lengthened 
out a good deal since pre-war days. Be 
fore the war, a battleship was built in 
two years, While as a special effort: the 
dreadnaught was commissioned in a year 
from the keel being laid. At the present 
time, a battleship remains on the building 
slip for about four years, a carrier 3! 
years, a cruiser over two, and a destroye 
about 14% years, 

The strength of a Navy is to be 
measured partly by comparative stand 
urds and partly by absolute. Of these two, 
the comparative standard is the most 
obvious and generally the most important, 

Most of the principal maritime powers 
have embarked on the construction of 
new capital ships. It is believed that 
America is about to build four, France is 
building three, Italy two, and Germany 
four, while Great Britain has five under 
construction or authorized. It is uncer 
tain how many Japan is building, but 
rumor has it that she hus laid down four 
or is shortly doing so. In addition to 
these ships, only one battleship of recent 


coustruction, the French Dunkerque, will 
have been commissioned by 1938, 
The estimation of a nation’s real 


strength in capital ships cannot be done 
with exactitude, for in a changing world 
no permanent grouping of the nations 
into friends and opponents can be made, 
Nevertheless, for practical purposes, some 
selection is inevitable. At the present 
time, the world situation is sufficiently 
erystallized for us to be able to say that 
our principal rivals are Germany, Italy, 
and Japan.

An uncertain element in the above com 
parison is the effect of modernization, the 
details of which are naturally meagre 
For instance, it likely that the 
Italian Carour and Cesare will have been 
improved in proportion more than the 
“Warspites.”

A further interesting point is to know 
what value to give to the pocket battle 
ships. Even two of them would hardly 
stand up to one of our own, though the 
three together might perhaps prevail. In 
normal circumstances such a contest: is 
not likely to occur, Shuld it ever happen 
that it was desired to move the British 
battle fleet away to another part of the 
world, these ships would immediately ac 
quire importance for, in the absence of 
British capital ships elsewhere, they 
would be the most powerful vessels in the 
North Sea. We are therefore probably 


correct in assessing their capital-ship 
value as two, 
Assuming that we can regard France, 


with her seven capital ships, us friendly, 
we, therefore, need at the very least fou 
capital ships in European waters if we 
ure to be sure of supremacy in the Tome 
theatre. That leaves us at the moment 
With a margin of eight capital ships for 


more distant ventures, 

In aireraft-carriers we shall be un 
rivalled in European waters, neither Ger 
many or Italy possessing any at all. Japan 
has four to our six, 

When we come to consider the smaller 
classes, cruisers, destroyers, escort) ves- 
sels and submarines, comparative stand 
ards begin to bem ngied with absolute re 
quirements. Ten years ago we stated our 
requirements in cruisers to be seventy, 
but we are still fourteen or fifteen short 
of that number though existing new con 
struction will bring us up to the seventy 
required, The original figure of seventy 
Was presumably arrived at by estimating 
the number of ships required, firstly, to 
provide escort for a given volume of 
trade; and, secondly, to neutralize the 
cruiser strength of our foreign rivals. An 
addition of fifteen cruisers to Italy's 
fleet, and half a dozen to Japan's since 
our figure of seventy was first formulated, 
indicates, therefore, that this figure, 
though it may have been sufficient at the 
time, cannot now be regarded as ade 
quate and ought to be increased. 


While destroyers can, and in the last 
war did, perform the same duty as escort 
vessels, the reverse is not true, Destroy 
ers are required for work with the battle 
fleet, but can also undertake trade esco¥t 
duty. Escort vessels are useful for trade 
duty only. A question which does not ap 
pear to have been yet decided is whether 
the destroyer should be regarded as a 
general utility vessel, which can fithy com 
hine fleet duty and trade protection. The 
latter polley beld the field in the last war, 
destroyers being in great demand as con 
voy escorts. It is, however, an uneconomi 
cal arrangement, the expensive high speed 
put into destroyers being largely wasted 
in trade duty. 

We probably need another two hundred 
trade-defense vessels above what we have 
now to put our trade into fair safety. 

As for submarines, our requirements 
in them are almost entirely absolute and 
are unaffected by the submarine strength 
of foreign navies. (The Navy, Gt. Brit 
vin, Jan., 188.)
